Andrew Way, Jr. was trained as a printer in Philadelphia* 
and founded the company Way and Grof f with Joseph Groff 
in 1798. The company sought and received lucrative 
government printing contracts. Rules and Articles for the 
Better Government of the Troops. . .of the United States is 
one of their better known works. The firm opened a branch 
in Washington in 1800, and the partnership was dissolved in 
1802. 

Andrew Way, Jr., joined his brother George to form their 
own bookselling and printing company, A k G Way, in 
Philadelphia and Washington^ which for many years was a 
prominent printer of the government publications. After 
1804 their major activities were centered in the new capital. 
The business prospered, and in 1807 the Way brothers 
became the dominant stockholders in a new glass works, 
which flourished under their astute direction. 

They were involved in local social and political affairs, 
and actively and very successfully lobbied for government 
printing. They kept on good social and business terms with 
John Beckley, Clerk of the House, and Samuel Otis, 
Secretary of the Senate, and these men of some influence 
helped them greatly. 

George, who was the less active partner, died on May 26, 
1819, and Andrew continued to operate the printing and 
glass companies. In 1822 Andrew brought in a new partner, 
Jacob Gideon, and the printing works began trading under 
the imprint of Way and Gideon. The company lasted until 
1854 — and thereafter Andrew Way, Jr. devoted his energies to 
directing his glass works.

taij, asfoDoweth: 

T0 the Senate and House of^ RetresentathcM of the 
United States of America^ in Cor^gress ossemNed. 

IT would have given me, fellow citizens, great 
satisfiictionto announce, in the moment of your meet- 
ing, that the difficuhies in our foreign relations, ex- 
isting at the time of your last separation, had been 
amicablv and justly terminated. I lost no time in 
taking those measures ni hich weremost likely to bring 
them to such a termination, by special missions, 
chang;ed with such powers and instructions as, in the 
event of failure, could leave no imputation on either 
our moderation or forbearance, llie delays which 
have^cc taken place in our negociations with the 
Bridsh government, appear to have proceeded from 
causes which do not forbid the expectation, that, dur- 
infl" the course of the session, I may be enaMed to \sj 
before you their final issue. What will be that of the 
negociations for settling our diflferences with Spain^ 
noihing which had taken place, at the date of the hst 
dbpatdies, enables us to pronounce. On the western 
side of the Mississippi, sne advanced in considerable 
force, and took post at the settlement of Bayou Herre, 
on the Red river. This village was ongimlly settled 
b;^ France, was hekl by her as long as she held Lou- 
isiana, and wasdelivered to Spain only as a partof Lou- 
isiana. Being small, insulated, and distant, it was not 
observed, at the moment of redelivery to France and 
the United States, that she continued a guard of half 
a dozen men, which had been stationed there. A 
proposidon, however, having been lately made, by our 
commander in chief, to assume the Sabine liver as a 
temporary line of separation between the troops of 
the two nations, until the issue of our negociationt 
9hall be known, this has been referred by the Spa- 

2 
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Dish commandant to his superior, and in the mean 
time he has withdrawn hb force to the western side 
of the Sabine river. The correspondence on this sub- 
ject, now communicated, will exhibit more particu* 
larly tlie present state of things in that quarter. 

The nature of that country requires indispensably 
tliat an unusual proportion of tlie forcecmployed there 
should be cavalry, or mounted infantry. In order, 
therefore, that the commanding officer might be ena- 
bled to act with effect, I had authorized liim to call on 
the governors of Orleans and Mississippi, for a corps 
of nve hundred volunteer cavalry, fhe temporary 
arrangement he has proposed may perhaps render 
this unnecessary. But I inform you with great plea- 
sure, of the promptitude with which the inhabitants 
of those territories have tendered tlieir services in de- 
fence of their country. It has done honor to them- 
selves, entitled them to the confidence of their fellow- 
citizens in every part of the union, and must strength- 
en the general determination to protect them effica- 
ciously under all circumstances which may occur* 

Having received infonnation that in another part 
of the United States a great number of private indi- 
viduals were combining together, arming and organ- 
izing themselves, contrary to law, to darry on a mili- 
tary expedition against the territories of Spsun, I 
thought it necessary, by proclamaUon, as well as by 
special orders, to take measures for preventing and 
suppressing thb cnterpriae, for seizmg the vessels, 
arms and other means provided for it, and for arrest- 
ing and bringing to justice its. authors and abettors. 
It was due to tlmt good (kith which ought ever to be 
the rule of action in public, as well as in private trans- 
actions ; it was due to good order and regular govern- 
ment, Uiat, while the public force was acting strictly 
on the defensive, and merely to protect our citizens 
Brom agression, the criminal attempts of private indi- 
viduals to decide, for their country, the question of 
fcace or war, by conmiencing active and unauthorized 
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hostilitiest should be promptly and efficaciously 8up« 



Whether it will be necessair to enlarge our regular 
f(Mrce, will depend on the result of our negociations 
with Spain. But as it is uncertain when raat result 
will be kno%vn, the provisional measures requisite for 
that, and to meet any pressure intervening. in that 
quarter, will be a subject for your early consideradon. 

The possession of both banks of the Mis.^s»ppit 
reducing to a single point the defence of that river, 
its waters, and the country adjacent, it becomes higMy 
necessary to provide for that point a more adequate 
security. Some position above its mouth, command* 
in^ the passage of the river, should be rendered suf* 
ficiCRtly strong to cover the armed vessels which may 
be stationed there for defence; and, in conjunction 
with them, to present an insuperable obstacle to any 
force attempting to pass. The approaches to the city 
of New Orleans, from the eastern quarter also, wUI 
require to be examined, and more effectually guarded. 
For the internal support of the country, the encourage- 
ment of a strong settlement on the western side of uie 
Mississippi, within reach of New Orleans, will be 
worthy the consideration of the legislature. 

The gun-boats, authorized by an act of the last* 
session, are so advanced that thev will be ready for' 
service in the ensuing spring. Circumstances per-' 
mitted us to allow the time necessary for their more 
solid construction. As a much larger number will still 
be ivanting to place our sea port towns and waters in 
that state of defence to which we are competent, and 
thcnr entitled, a similar appropriation for a further pro- 
vision of them is recommended for the ensuing year. 

A further appropriation will also be necessanr for 
repairing fortifications already established, and the 
erecUon of such other works as may have real eflfcct 
in obstructmg the approach of an enemy to our sea 
port townsy or their remaining before tlienu 
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. In a country whose constitution is derived finom the 
vni\ of the people, dirccdy expressed by Uieir free 
suflTrageSy where the principal executive functionartes, 
and those of the legislature, are renewed by them at 
short periods, where, under the character of jurora, 
the^ exercise in person the greatest portion of the 
judiciary powers, %vhere the mxs are consequendjr so 
formed and administered as to bear with equal weight 
and favor on all, restraining no man in the pursuits of 
honest industry, and secunng to every one the pro- 
perty which tKat acquires, it would not be supposed 
that any safe-guards could be needed against insur- 
rection, or enterprize, on the public peace or autho* 
rity. The laws, however, aware that these should not 
be trusted to moral restraints only, have wisely pro* 
vided punishment for these crimes when committed. 
But would it not be salutary to rive also the means^ of 
preventing their commission ? where an enterprise 
IS meditated, by private individuals, against a foreign 
^nation, in amity with the United States, powers of 
prevention, to a certain extent, are given by the laws. 
Would thej not be as reasonable, and useful, where 
ibc enterpnze preparing is against the United States? 
While adverting to this branch of law, it is proper to 
observe that in enterprizes meditated agunst foreign 
nations, die ordinary process of binding to the obser- 
vance of the peace and good behaviour, could it be 
extended.to acts to be done out of the jurisdiction of 
the United States, would be effectual m some cases 
where the offender is able to keep out of sight every 
indication of his purpose which could draw on him 
the exercise of die powers now given by law. 

The states on the coast of Barbary seem generally 
disposed at present to respect our peace and fiiend- 
dup. With Tunis alone, some uncertain^ re- 
mains. . Persuaded that it b our interest to main* 
tsdn our peace irith them oh equal terms, or not at 
all, I propose to send, in due time, a reinforcement 
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hto the Mediterranean; unless prenous informadon 
shall shew it to be unneoessaiy. 

We continue to receive prdob of the groinng at* 
tachment of our Indian nei^bourst and of their dis* 
position to place all their mteresU luder the patio* 
nage of the United States. These dbpositions aie 
inspired by their confidence in our justice, and in 
the sincere concern we fed for their wdfiuv. And 
as long as we discbarge these high and honorable 
functions with the integn^ and good fiuth wluch 
alone can entitle us to their continuance, we mn ez« 
pect to reap the just reward m their peace and friend- 
slup. 

The expedition of Messrs. Lems and Clarke, for 
exploring the river Missouri, and the best Conunn^ 
nication from that to the Pacific ocean, has had all 
the success which could have been expected. Thqf 
have traced the Missouri nearly to its source, de* 
soendedthe Columbia to the racific ocean, ascer^ 
tained with accuracy the geography of that mterert« 
ing communication across our continent, kamt tba 
character of the country, of its commerce and inha- 
bitants; and it is but justice to say, that Messrs. 
Lewis and Clarke, and their brave companions, have, 
by thb arduous service, deserved well of their eoim* 
tiy. 

The attempt to explore the Red river, under the 
Erection of Mr. Freeman, thou^ omducted with a 
zeal and prudence meriting entire approbition, has 
not been equally successfuL After prooe^ing up 
itabout six hundined miles, nearly as fiur as the Frencn 
settlements had extended, while the country was in 
their possession, our geographers were obliged to 
return without completing their woriu 

Very useful addiuons rave also been made to our 
knowledge of the Mississippi by Lieut Pike, wbo 
has ascended it to its source, and whose journal and 
map, riving the details of his journey, will sliocti^ 
be reaay for communication to ooth nouses of Coq* 
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gress. ^ Those of Messrs. Lewis, Clarke and Free« 
man will require further time to be digested and pre- 
pared. Tbc^ important surveys, in a<Uition to those 
before possessed, furnish mateiids for commendng 
an accurate map of the Mis^ssippi and its western 
waters. Some principal rivers, however, remain still 
to be explored, toMwls which the authorization of 
Congress, by moderate appropriations, wiU be requi- 
site. 

I congratulate you, fellow citizens, on the approach 
of the period at which you may interpose yourautho- 
ri^ constitutionally, to withdraw the citizens of the 
United States from all further participation in those 
violations of human rights, which have been so long 
continued on the unoffending inhabitants of Africa; 
and which the morality, the reputation, and the best 
interests of our country, have long been eager to pro- 
scribe. Although no law you may pass can take 
prohibitory ciRrct till the first day of the vear one 
Uiousand eight hundred and eight, yet the interven- 
ing period is not too long to prevent, by timely no* 
tice, expeditions which cannot be completed before 
that day. 

The receipts at the treasunr, during the year end- 
ing on the thirtieth day of Septeniber last, have 
amounted to near fifteen millions of dollars ; which 
have enabled us, after meeting the current demands, 
to pay two millions seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars of the American claims, in part of the price of 
Louisiana; to pay, of the funded debt, upwards of 
three millions of principal, and neariy four of interest, 
and, in addition, to reimburse, in die course of the 
present month, near two millions of five and a half 
percent, stock. These payments and reimburse- 
ments of the funded debt, with those which had been 
made in the four years and a half preceding, will, 
at the close of the present year, have extinguished 
upwards of twenty-three millions of principal. 
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The duties composing the Mediterranean fund will 
cease, by law, at the end of the present sessioo. 
Con^dcring, however, that they are levied chiefly on 
luxuries, and that we have an impost on salt, a neces- 
sary of life, the fince use of whicli otherwise is so im- 
portant, I itrcommend to your consideration the sup- 
pression of the dudes on salt, and the continuation d 
the Mediterranean fund, instead thereof, for a short 
time, after which that also will become unnecessary 
for any purpose now within contemplation. 

When both of these branches of revenue shall, in 
this way, be relinquished, there will still, ere long, 
be an accumulation of monies in the treasury, beyond 
the instalments of public debt which we are permitted 
by contract to pay. They cannot then, without a 
modification, assented to by the public creditors, be 
applied to the extinguishment of this debt, and the 
complete liberation of our revenues, the most desira* 
ble of all objects : nor, if our peace continues, will 
they be wanting for any other exbting purpose. The 
question therefore now comes forward, to what other 
objects shall these surplusses be appropriated, and the 
whole surplus of impost, after the entire discharge of 
the public debt, and during those intervals when the 
purposes of war shall not call for them t Shall we sup- 
press the impost, and give that advantage to &• 
reign over domestic manu&ctures ? On a few articles 
of more general and necessaiy use, the suppression, 
in due season, will doubtless be right ; but the great 
mass of the articles on which impost is paid, are fo- 
reign luxuries purchased by those only who are rich 
enough to affora themselves the use of thenu Their 
patriotism would certainly prefer its continuance, and 
application to the great purposes of the public educa- 
tion, roads, rivers, canals, and such other objects 
of public improvement, as it may be thought proper 
to add to the constitutional enumeration of federal 
powers. By these operations, new channels of 
?ommunication will be opened between the states i 
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the lines of separation win disappear, tfadr interetta 
will be identi&ed, and their union cemented by new 
and indissoluble ties. Education b here placed 
among the articles of public care; not that it would 
be proposed to take its ordinary branches out of the 
hands of private enterprize, which manages so much 
better idl the concerns to which it b equal; buta 
public institution can alone supply those sciences* 
wliich, though rarely called for» are yet necessary to 
complete the circle, all the parts of which contrioute 
to the improvement of the country, and some of them 
to its preservation. The subject b now fMroposed for 
the consideration of congress, because, if approved 
by the time the state legislatures shall have deliberat- 
ed on thb extension of Sie federal trusts, and thelaws 
shall be passed and other arrangements made for their 
execution, the necessaiy funds will be on hand, and 
without employment. I suppose an amendment u> 
the constitution, by consent of the states, necessary, 
because the objects now recommended are not amonr 
those enumerated in the constitution, and to whi£ 
it PJ^ite ^ public monies to be applied.. 

The present consideration of a national establish* 
ment for education particularly, b rendered proper 
b^ this circumstance abo, that if congress, ^pro- 
ving the proposition, shall yetthmk it *more ehpble 
to found it on a donation of lands, they have it now in 
their power to endow it with those which will be a* 
mong the eailiest to produce the necessary income. 
Thb foundation would have the advantage of bd^g 
independent on war, which may suspend other im* 
provements, b^ reouiring, for its own purposes, the 
resources destined for thenu 

This, fellow citizens, b the state of die public in- 
terests at the present moment, and according to the 
information now possessed. But such b the situati* 
on of the nations of Europe, and such too the predi- 
cament in which we stand with some of them, that 
we caimotrely with certainty on the present aqpect of 
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cur afiairsy that maj change from moment to mo> 
ment, during the course of your session* or after 
you shall have sepanHed. Our duty b dierefiMne to 
act upon things as they are« and to make a reasonabk 
provision for ivhatever they may be. Were armies to 
be nused whenever a speck of war is vidble inour hoci* 
zon» we never should nave been without them. Our 
resources would have been exhausted on dangers 
which have never happened, instead of being reserved 
for what is really to take pboe. A steady, perhaps 
a quidcened, pace in preparations for the defence 
of our sea port towns and waters, an early settlement 
of the most exposed and vuhierable parts of our coim-: 
try, a militia so organized diat its^ effective portions 
can be called to any point in the union, or volunteers 
instead of them, to serve a sufficient time, are meams 
which may always be ready, yet never preying on our 
resources until actually called- into use. Tn^ will 
maintain the public interests, while a more perma* 
nent force shall be in a course of preparation. But 
much will depend on ^ promptitude with whidi 
these means can be brought into activity. If war be 
fi)rced upon us in spite of our long and vain appeals 
to the justice of nations, rapid ara* vigorous move* 
ments, in its outset, will go £ir towards.secoring us 
in its course and issue, and towards throwing iti 
burthens on those who render necessary the resort 
finom reason to fo^ee» 

The result of our negociations, or such incidents 
in their course as may liable us to infer their proba^^ 
Ue issue, such further movements also, on our west* 
em frontier as may shew whether wnr is to be pressed 
there, while ne^iaiion b protracted elsewhere^ 
shall be communicated to you from time to time, as 
they become known to me, with whatever other in* 
formation I possess or may receive, which may aid 
your deliberations on the great national interests com^ 
mittcd to your diarge.

To the Senate and House of Represcniaihes of the 
United States of America. 

I have the satisfaction to inform you that the ne* 
TOciation depen^ng between the United States and 
Uie government of Great Britain, is proceeding in a 
spirit of friendship and accommodation which pro- 
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mises a result of mutual advantaee* Delajrs indeed 
have taken place, occasioned hy the long^ illness» and 
subsequent death of the British minister charetd with 
that duqr. But the commisdoners appointed by that 
government to resume the negociationy haveuewa 
every disposition to hasten its progress : it u however 
a work of time; as many arrangements are necesssp 
rv to place our future harmony on stable grounds. In 
the mean time, we find, by tlie conununications of 
our plenipotentiaries, that a temporaiy su^pensioo of 
the act of the last session, prohioiting certain impor* 
tations, would, as a mark of candid deposition on 
our part, and of confidence in the temper and views 
with wfiich thqr have been met, have a happy effect 
on its course. A step so friendly will amrd further 
evidence that all our proceedings have flowed firom 
views of justice and conciliation, and that we give 
tiiem willmgljr that form which may best meet cor* 
responding dispositions. 

Add to thb Uiat the same motives which produced 
tiie postponen^ent of the act till the fifteenth of Novem- 
ber last, are in fiivor of its further suspension : and 
as we have reascm to hope duit it may soon yield to 
arrangements of mutual consent and convenience, jus* 
tice seems to reouire that the same measure may be 
dealt out to the tew cases which may fall within its 
short course, as to all others preceding and following 
it I cannot, therefore, but recommend the suspen* 
don of this act for a reasonable time, on considera- 
tions of justice, ami^, and the public interests.

A message in writing was received from the Prcsi. 
dent of the United States, by Mr. Coles, his Secre- 
tary, asfoUoweth: 

** To the Senate and House of Representathes o/th^ 
United States. 
Agreeably to the request of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, communicated in their resolution of the 
sixteenth iastant, I proceed to state, under the reserve 
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therein expressedt infomiatioa received toudiing an 
illc^ combination of private individuals against the 
peace and bs&ty of the union, and a military expedi* 
tion plannot by them against the territories of a power 
in ami^ with the United States, with the measures I 
ha\'e pursued for suppressing the same. 

I had» for some ume, been m the constant expec- 
tation of receiving such further information as would 
have enabled me to lay before the legislature the ter- 
mination, as well as the beginning, and progress of 
this scene of depravity, so far as it has been acted on 
the Ohio and its waters. From this the state of safety 
of the lower country might have been estimated on 
probable grounds ; and the delay was indulged the 
rather, because no circumstance had yet made it ne- 
cessary to call in the aid of the Ic^slativc functions. 
Information, nowrecently communicated, has brought 
us nearly to the [>eriod contemplated. The mass of 
what I have received, in the course of these transac- 
tions, is voluminous : but little has been given under 
the sanction of an oath, so as to constitute formal and 
legal evidence. It is chiefly in the form of letters, 
often containing such a mixture of rumors, conjec- 
tures and suspicions, as renders it difficult to sift out 
the real fiicts, and unadvisable to hazard more than 
general oudines, strengthened by concurrent informa- 
tion, or the particular credibility of the relator. In this 
state of the evidence, delivered sometimes too under 
the restriction of private confidence, neither safetv nor 
justice will permit the exposing names, except that of 
the princi[Nd actor, whose guilt is placed beyond 
question. 

Some time in the latter part of September, I received 
intimations that designs were in agitation in the wes- 
tern countr}', unlawful, and unfriendly to the peace of 
the union; and that the prime mover in tl^se was 
Aaron Burr, heretofore distinguished by the &vor of 
hb country. The grounds of these intimations being 
inconclusive, the olbjccts uncertain, and the fidelity 
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of that country known to be firm, die onl^ measuro 
taken was to urge the informants to use their best ea- 
deavors to get further insight into the designs and 
proceedings of the suspected persons, and to comma* 
nicate them to me. 

It was not tOl the latter part of October, that the 
objects oftheconspiracybrgan to be perceived; but 
stiU so blended, and involved in mystery, that nothing 
distinct could be singled out for pursuit. In this state 
of uncertamty, as to the crime contemplated, the acts 
done, and the legal course to be pursued, I thou^ 
it best to send to the scene, where these thbes were 
principally in transaction, a person in whose mtegri* 
ty, undentanding and discretion, entire confidence' 
could be reposed, with instructions to investirate the 
plots going on, to enter into conference (for which he 
had sufficient credentials) with the govemors-and M 
other officers, civil and military, and, with their aid, 
to do on the spot whatever should be necessary to 
discover the designs of the conspirators, arrest their 
means, bring their persons to punishment, and to call 
out the force of the countrv to suppress any unlawful 
enterprize, in which it should be found they were 
engaged. By thb time it was known that many boats 
were under preparation, stores of provbions collect* 
ing, and an unusual number of suspicious characters 
in motion on the Ohio, and' its waters. Besides dis- 
patching the confidential agent to that quarter, orders 
were at the same time sent to the governors of the 
Orleans and Mississippi territories, and to the com- 
manders of the land and naval forces there, to be on 
their guard against surmize, and m constant roidi- 
nessto reast any enterprize which might be attempt- 
ed on the vessels, posts, or other objects under their 
care: and on the eighth of November, instructions 
were forwarded to general Wilkinson, to hasten an 
accommodation with the Spanish commandant on the 
Sabine, and as soon as that w*as effixted, to fidi back 
with his principal force to the hither bank oi die 
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Misussippi, for die defence of the interesting paints oa 
that river. By a letter received from that olBcer on 
the twenty-fifth of November, but dated October 
twenty.first, we learnt that « confidential agent of 
Aaron Burr, had been deputed to him, with comma* 
nications, partly written in cypher, and partly oral, 
explaining his designs, exaggerating hb resources^ 
and making such offers of emolument and command, 
to engage him and the army in hb unlawfiil enter* 
prizes as he had flattered himself would be success- 
ful. The general, with the honor of a soldier, and 
fidelity of a good cidzen, immediately dispatched a 
trusty officer to me, with information of what had 
passed, proceeded to establish such an understanding 
with the Spanish commandant on the Sabine, as per* 
mitted him to withdraw hb force across the Missis* 
sippi, and tp enter on measures for opposing the pro* 
jected enterprizCf 

llie general's letter, which came to hand on the 
twenty-fifth of November, as has been mentioned, and 
some other information received a few days earlier, 
when brought together, developed Burr's general de* 
signs, different parts of which only had been revealed 
to different informants. It appeared that he contem« 
plated two distinct objects, which might be carried on 
either Jointly or sepanitely, and either the one or Hit 
other first, as circumstances should direct. One of these 
was the severance of the union of these states by thp 
Allegany mountains ; the other an attack on Mexico. 
A third object was provided, merely ostensible, to wit, 
the settlement of a pretended purchase of a tract of 
country on tlie Washita, claimed by a baron Bastrop. 
This was to serve as the pretext for all his preparations, 
an allurement for such followers as really wished to 
acquire settlements in that country, and a cover under 
which to retreat in the event of a final discomfiture of 
botli branches of hb real design. 

He found at once that the attachment of the western 
counlT}' to tlie present unioui was not to be shaken ; 
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diat its ^ssdution could ncyt beeftcted with the am* 
sent of its inhabitants, and that his resources were m- 
adequate, as yet, to effect it by foroei He took his 
course then at once, determmcd to seize on New Or* 
leans, plunder the bank there, possess himself of the 
military and naval stores, and proceed on his expedi* 
tion to Mexico ; and to this o^Mcct all his means and 
preparations were now directed. He collected finom 
all the quarters where himself or his agents poss^sed 
influence, aU the ardent, rtstless, desperate, and dis* 
affected persons who were ready for any enternrize 
analogous to their characters* He seduced good and 
well meaning citizens, some by assurances that he 
possessed the confidence of the government, and was 
acting under its secret patronage ; a pretence which 
procured some credit from the state of our differences 
with Spain ; and others by offers of land in BasUx)p*s 
claim on the Washita. 

This was the state of mv information of his pro- 
ceedings, about the last of November ; at which time, 
therefore, it was first possible to take specific mea- 
sures to meet them. The proclamation of November 
twenty seventh, t\vo days after the receipt of general 
Wilkinson's information, ^vas now issued. Orders 
were dispatched to every interesting point on de 
Ohio and Mississippi, from Pittsburg to New Orleans, 
for the employment of such force, either of the regu- 
lars or of the militia, and of such proceedings also of 
the civil authorities, as might enable them to seize on 
all boats and stores provided for the cntcrprize, to 
arrest the persons concerned, and to suppress efiec* 
tually the further progress of the cntcrprize. A litde 
before the receipt of these orders in the state of Ohio, 
our confidential agent, who had been dilieendy em- 
ployed in investigating the conspiracy, had acquired 
sumcient information to open himself to the governor 
of that state, and to apply for the immediate exertion 
of the authority and power of the state, to crush the 
combination. ' Governor Tiffin and the legislature, 
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with a promptitude^ an energjr, and patriotic zed, 
which entide them to a distinguished place in the 
affection of their sister states, eflfectcd the seizure of 
all the boats, provisions, and other preparations with- 
in their reach ; and dius gave a first blow, materially 
disabling the entcrprize m its outset. 

In Kentuckv a premature attempt to bring Burr 
to justice, witnout sufficient evidence for his convic- 
tion, had produced a popular imprcsssion in his &vor, 
and a general disbelief or his guilt This gave him an 
unfortunate opportunity of hastening his equipments. 
The arrival of the proclamation and orders, and the 
application and information of our confidential agent, 
at length awakened the authorities of that state to the 
truth, and then produced the same promptitude and 
energy of which the neighboring state had set the ex- 
ample. Under an act of their legislature of December 
twenty-third, militia was instantly ordered to different 
important points, and measures taken for doing what- 
ever could yet be done. Some boats (accounts vary 
from five to double or treble that number) and per- 
sons (differently estimated from one to three hundred) 
had in the mean time passed the falls of Ohio, to ren- 
dezvous at die moutn of Cumberkmd, with others 
expected down that river. 

Not apprized, till very late, that anv boats ivere 
buildine on Cumberland, die effect of the proclama- 
tion liad been trusted to for some time in the state of 
Tennessee ; but on the nineteenth of December simi- 
lar communications and instructions, with those to 
the neighboring states, were dispatched by express, 
to the governor, and a general officer of the western 
division of die state ; and on die twenty-third of De- 
cember, our confidential agent left Frankfort for Nash- 
ville, to put into activity, the means of that state also. 
But by information received yesterday, I learn that 
on the twenU'-sccond of December, Mr. Burr de- 
scended the Cumberland, with two boats merely of 
accommodation, carrying from that state no quota 
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towards Us unlawful enteipriae. Whether after the 
arrival of the proclamadon, of the orders* or of our 
agent, any exertion wluch could be made by that 
state, or the orders of the governor of Kentudiv for 
calling out the militia at the moudi of Cumberttnd, 
would be in time to arrest these boats, and those from 
the falls of Ohio, is still doubtlul. 

On the whole, the fiigitives from the Ohio, widi 
their associates from Cumberland, or any other place 
in that quarter, cannot threaten serious dai^;er to the 
cihr of New Orieans. 

ay the same express of December nineteendi, or« 
ders were sent to the governors of Oricans and Mis- 
sissippi, supplementary to those which had been g^vea 
on the twentjr-fifth of November, to hold the milida 
of their territories in readiness to cooperate for their 
defence with the regular troops and armed vessels 
then under command of eeneral Wilkinson. Great 
alarm indeed was excited at New Orleans, by the 
exaggerated accounts of Mr. Burr, disseminated 
through his emissaries, of the armies and navies he 
was to assemble there. General Wilkinson had ar« 
rived there himself on the twenty-fourth of Novem* 
ber, and had immediately put mto activity the re- 
sources of the place, for the purpose of its defence ; 
and on the tenth of December, he was joined by his 
troops from the Sabine. Great zeal was shewn by the 
inhabitants |;enerallv; the merchants of the pboe 
readily agreeing to the most laudable exertions and 
sacrifices for manning the armed vessels with their 
seamen ; and the other citizens manifesting unequi- 
vocal fidelity to the union, and a spirit of determined 
resistance to their expected assailants. 

Surmises have lieen hazarded that this enterprise 
is to receive aid from certain foreign powers. But 
these surmises are without proof or probabili^. The- 
wisdom of the measures sanctions by Congress at 
its lust session, has placed us in the paths of peace and 
justice, with the onlv powers vnih whom we had any

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difllerences: and nothing has happened smoe vfhidk 
makes it either their interest or ours to pursue another 
course. No change of mcasiues has taken place on 
our part: none ought to take place at this time. 
With the one, friendUy arrangement was then propo^ 
sedy and the law, deemed necessary* on &ilure of that» 
was suspended to give time for a feu* trial of the issue. 
With the same poiver friendly arrangement b now 
proceeding, und^ good expectations, and the same 
law, deemed necessary on failure of that, b still su$» 
pended togivetime for a lair trial of the issue. With 
the other, negociation was in like manner then pre- 
ferred, and provisional measures only taken to meet 
the event of rupture. With the same power, nego- 
ciation is still preferred, and provisional measures 
only are necessary lo meet the event of rupture. 
While therefore we do hot deflect in the slightest de- 
gree from the course we then assumed, and are still 
pursuing, with mutual consent, to restore a good luui 
derstanding, we are not to impute to them practices 
as irreconcileable to interest as to good fiuth, and 
changing necessarily the relations of peace and justice 
between us to those of war. These surmises are 
tiierefore to be imputed to the vauntings of the au- 
thor of this enterprise to multiply his partisans by 
magni^'ing the belief of his |>rospects and supporL 

By letters from gen. Wilkinson, of the fourteenth 
and eighteenth of December, wUch came to hand 
two days after the date of the resolution of the House 
of Representatives, that is to say, on the morning of 
the eighteenth instant, I received the important afl^- 
vit, a copy of which I now communicate, witii ex- 
tracts of so much of the letters as comes withm the 
scope of the resolution. * By these it will be seen that 
of three of the principal emissaries of Mr. Burr, whom 
the general liad caused to be apprehended, one had 
iDcen liberated by habeas corpus, and two others, being 
those particularly employed in the endeavor to cor* 
nipt the general and army of the United States, have 
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been embarked bj him for ports in the atlantic states, 
probably on the consideration that an impartial trial 
could not be ezpectrd, during the present agitations 
ct New Orieans« and that that city was not as yet a 
safe place of confinement. As soon as these persons 
shall arrive, they will be delivered to the custody of 
the law, and left to such course of trial both as to 
^ce and process, as its functionaries may direct. 
The presence of the higliest judicial authorities, to 
be assembled at this place within a few days, the 
means of pursuing a sounder course of proceedings 
here than elsewhere, and the aid of the executive 
means, should the judges have occasion to use thenit 
render it equally desirable, for the criminal as for the 
public, that, being already removed from the place 
uhere they were apprehended, the first regular arrest 
should take pbce here, and the course of proceedings 
receive here its proper direction.

The House, according to the order of the day, re- 
solved itself into a committee of the- whole House, on 
amotion of the eighth instant, making provision for 
carrying into eifect a treaty made between the United 
States and the Chickasaw tribe of Indians, on the third 
day of July, one tbousand eight hundred and five ; and 
after some timt spent dierein, Mr. Speaker resumed 
the chair, and Mr. Gregg reported, that the committee 
had, according to oicicr, had the said motion under 
consideration, and come to a resolution thereupon, 
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which he read in his plaoe, and afterwards delivered 
in at the Cleric's table, where the same was again twioft 
read, and agreed to by the House, as followedi : 

Resdved, That provision be made for carrying into 
effect a treaty made between the United States and 
the Chickasaw tribe of Indians, on the third day of 
July, one thousand eight hundixrd and five. 

Ordered, That a bin or bills be brought in pursuant 
to the said resolution, and that the Committee of Ways 
and Means do prepare and bring in the same. 

The House, according to the order (rf* the day, re- 
solved itself into a committee of the whole House, on 
the report of the Committee of Commerce and Manu*

seventeenth ultimo, the petitions of Charles Garts and 
others, and £d\vard Pennington and others, sugar 
refiners in the cities of Baltimore and Philadel[^ia ; 
and after some time spent therein, Mr. Speaker re* 
sumed the chair, and Kf r. Bassett reported, that the 
committee had, according to order, had the said report 
under consideration, and made some progress therein, 
but not having time to go through the same, had di- 
rected him to move the House for leave to sit again. 

And on the question, that the committee of the 
whole House have leave to sit again on the said re- 
port.

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A message, in writings was received firom the Pke« 
sident of the United States, by Mr. Coles, his Secr»- 
taiy, asfoDowcth: 

*' To the Senate md House of Representaihes of the 
Urn ted States. 

In compliance with the requestor the House of Ra» 
presentatives, expressed in their resolution of the fifth 
mstant, I proceed to rive such information, as is pos- 
sessed, of the effect of gun-boats in the protection and 
defence of harbours, of the numbers thought neces- 
sary, and of the proposed distribution of them, among 
tlie ports and harbours of the United States. 

Under present circumstances, and ^vemed by the 
intentions of the legislature, as manifested by their 
annual appropriations of money for the purposes of 
defence, it has been concluded to combine, 1st, land 
batteries, furnished with heavy cannon and mortars, 
and established on all the points around the place fii« 
vomble for preventing vessels from lyin^ before it; 
2d, moveable artiUeiy, which may be earned, as occa- 
sion may require, to points unprovided with fixed 
batteries ; 3d, floating batteries ; and 4th, gun-boats, 
which may oppose an enemy at his entrance, and 
co-operate with the batteries for his expulsion. 

On this sul^ect professional men were consulted as 
fiu* as we had opportunity. General Wilkinson, and 
the late general Qates, gave their opinions in writing, 
in fiivour of the sys>tem, as will be seen by their let* 
ters now communicated. The higher officers of the 
navv eave the same opinions, in separate conferences, 
as tKeir presence at the seat of government offered oc- 
casions of consulting them, and no difference of jud^- 
ipent appeared on the subject Those of commodoife 
BazTon and captain Tingey, now here, are recently fur- 
nished in \iTiting, and transmitted herewith to the 
legislature. 

The efficacy of gun-boats for the defence of har- 
l}ours^ and of other sqiootb and inclosod.n*aten|,- 102^ 
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l)c estimatedt in part, from that of gallies, formerly 
much used, but less powerful, more cosdy in their 
construction and maintenance, and reauiring more 
men. But tlie gun-boat itself is believca to be in use 
Avith cveiy modem maritime nation, for the purposes 
of defence. In the Mediterranean, on which are scve* 
ral small powers, whose system, like ours, is peace 
and defiance, few harbours are without this article of 
protection. Our own experience there of the eflbct 
of gun-boats, for harbour service, is recent. Algiers 
is particularly kno^vn to have owed, to a great provi« 
sion of these vessels, the safetv of its city, since the 
epoch of their construction, before that, it had been 
repeatedly insulted and injured. The effect of gun- 
boats, at present, in the neii^hborhood of Gibraltar, b 
well known, and how much they were used, both in 
the attack and defence of that place, during a former 
war. The extensive resort to them, by the two greatest 
naval powers in tlie world, on an enterprize of invasion 
not lop.i£ since in prospect, shews their confidence in 
thrir efficacy, for the purposes for which they are 
suited. By the northern powers of Europe, whose 
seas are particularly adapted to them, they are still 
more used. The* remarkable action, between the 
Russian Rotilla of gnn-boats and gallies, and a Turk* 
ish fleet of ships of the line and frigates, in the Linun 
sea, (in one thousand seven hundred and eighty-eight,) 
will be readily recollected. The latter, commanded 
by their most celebrat«:d admiral, were completely de- 
feated, and several of their ships of the line destroyed* 
From the opinions given, as to the number of gun* 
boats necessary for some of the-f^rincipal sea ports, 
and from a view of all the towns and ports, from Or« 
leans to Maine, inclusive, entitled to protection, in 
proportion to their situation and circumstances, it b 
concluded that, to give them a due measure of pro- 
tection in times of war, about two hundred gun-boats 
will be requisite. According to first ideas, the follow- 
ing would be their general distribution ; liable to be 
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varied, on more mature examinationt and as circum- 
stances shall vary ; that is to sa^. 

To the Mississippi and its neighboringwaters, forty 
gun-boats. 

To Savannah and Charleston, and the harbors on 
eachude, from Saint Mary*s to Curratuck, twenty. 
five. 

To the Chesapeake, and its ivaters, twenty. 

To Delaware bay and river, fifteen. 

To New York, the Sound, and waters as &r as 
Cape Cod» fifty. 

To Boston and the harbours north of Cape Cod, 
fifty. 

The flotillas assigned to these several stations 
might each be under the care of a particular com* 
mandant, and the vessels composing them would, in 
CNrdiiiarv, be distributed amon^ the harbours within 
the station, in proportion to thcu* importance. 

Of these baits, a proper proportion would be of 
the larger size, such as those heretofore built, capable 
of navigating any seas, and of reinforcing occasionally 
the strength even of the most distant ports, when me« 
naced with danger, llie residue would be confined 
to tlieir own, or the neiehhoring harbours, would be 
smaller, less furnished lor accommodation, and con« 
sequendy less costly. Of the number supposed ne- 
cessary, seventy-three arc built or building, and the 
hundred and twenty-seven still to be provided, would 
cost from five to six hundred thousand dollars. Hav* 
ing recprd to tlie convenience of the treasury, as well 
as to tne resources for building, it lias been thought 
that the one half of these might be built in the present 
year, and the other half the next. With the legisla- 
ture, however, it will rest to stop where we are, or at 
any further point, when they shall be of opinion that 
the number provided shall be sufficient for the object. . 

At times, when Europe, as well as the United States 
shall be at peace, it would not be proposed that more 
than six or eight of these vessels should be kept afloat. 
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When Europe is in war, trcUe that number mi^ be 
Dccessaiy, to be distributed among those particular 
harbours which foreign vessels of war are in the habit 
of freciucnting, for £e purpose of preserving order 
therein. But they would be manned m ordinaiy, with 
only their complement for navip;adony relying on the 
seamen and mUitiaof theport* if called into acdoot 
on any sudden emergency. It would be only when 
the United States should themselves be at war, that 
the whole number would be brought into active ser« 
vice, and would be ready, in the first moments of die 
war, to co-operate, with other means, for covering at 
once the line of our sea ^rts. At all times, those un- 
employed, would be withdrawn into places not ex* 
posed to sudden enterprize, hauled up under sheds 
covered from the sun and weather, and kept in pre- 
servation with littleexpense for repairs ormaintenance« 
It must be superfluous to observe, that this species 
of naval armament is proposed merely for defensive 
operation ; that it can have but little eflTect tou'ards 
protecting our commerce in the open seas, even on 
our own coast ; and still less can it become an excite- 
ment to engage in offensive maritime war, toivaids 
which it would furnish no means*
